She has received awards from the 
American Academy and Institute of 
Arts and Letters, the Guggenheim 
Foundation, the National Endowment 
for the Arts, the Ingram Merrill Founda- 
tion, and in 1985 was one of Ms. 
Magazine's 12 “Women of the Year.” 
Civil Wars won the Janet Kafka Prize for 
the best novel by an American woman 
in 1984. She teaches at the University of 
Houston. 





Mariette in Ecstasy, was published last 
year. He is the author of Desperadoes and 
The Assassination of Jesse James by the 
Coward Robert Ford (novels), The 
Shadowmaker (a children’s story) and 
Nebraska (short stories). He has received 
fellowships from the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts and the John Simon 
Guggenheim Foundation, and also 
received a 1989 Award in Literature 
from the American Academy and 
Institute of Arts and Letters. He teaches 
fiction writing at the University of 
California. 








DAVID HUDDLE’s books of poetry 
and fiction include Stopping by Home, 
The High Spirits, Only the Little Bone, and 
Paper Boy.
